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Antique Egyptian Goldsmiths’ Art at the 
Cairo Museum. 
|* may easily be understood that in the 
country of archzlogical and historical 
discoveries and excavations without an 
equal the museums will be extraordinarily 
interesting. The museum at Cairo ts a thor- 
oughly French undertaking and one of 
which they may be proud. It was founded 
about 45 years ago by the great French 
Egyptologist, M. Mariette and on his death 
in 1881 it was taken over by M. Maspéro, 
who resigned his position five years later to 
M. Grebaut, who was in turn succeeded by 
M. de Morgan. Later M. Maspéro again 
took up the work and seldom has there 
been a department chief more respected and 
more beloved. 

The museum to-day is housed in a but 
recently completed, wonderfully located, im- 
mense building. Here may be found the 
innumerable treasures which the pick-ham- 
mer of the scientist has brought to light 
from the concealment in which they have 
rested for centuries. Inthe reanimated halls 
is unfolded before our eyes the history of 
Egyptian civilization during thousands of 
years before Christ. Everything is repre- 
sented; kings and queens, princes and prin- 
cesses, soldiers, priests, wars, conquests, 
funerals, festivals. They troop past us as 
mummies, with golden masks, as statues of 
stone, granite and bronze, wonderfully 
wrought basreliefs, memorial tablets, as ani- 
mals, flowers, utensils and tools of all kinds, 
of every form. 

“IT know of nothing more impressive,” 
says A. B. de Guerville, the French writer, 
in a recent article, “than this memorial place 
of the past, where every object brings into 
our vision the life and, alas! also the death 
bf once great and miglity nations, where 
bverything is collected that composed the 
fame, the happiness and the sorrows of 
those who, 40 or 50 centuries ago, sipped 
the foaming beaker of life under the same 
sun that warms our blood to-day and who 
10w have passed over to the great un- 
known. I must admit that the staiues, vases, 
altars, sacrificial stones, the sarcophagi and 
basreliefs chilled me; but an irresistible 
force impelled me to the cases in which the 
little objects lay that thousands of years ago 
were daily touched by soft, living hands 
long cold and withered to-day, by the hands 
of the still forms whose death sleep in the 
narrow mummy cases is to-day roughly dis- 
turbed by a curious, all-searching people 
who do not even respect death. Here lie 
the little things that graced the toilet of a 
great lady, her superb jewels, which prove 
how great was the skill of the workman in 
those long-forgotten days, finely chased 
gold articles set with precious stones. inlaid 
articles of gold, such as rings, earrings, 
trinkets and crowns, diadems and pendants, 


ill ornaments that at one time adorned 
princesses and beautiful, powerful and be- 
loved women. Speak to me of the “new 
art’ and of the horrors perpetrated nowa- 
lays in its name, and I will say to you: 
“Come here and see what the old Egyptians 
accomplished and the exalted, choice taste 
with which their work was performed.” 








Interesting War Medals on Exhibition at 
the Rhode Island School of Design. 


A SPECIAL exhibition of souvenir med- 
als of the present European war is 
attracting considerable interest at the 
Rhode Island School of Design, at Provi- 
dence. lhe exhibit consists of half a dozen 
‘trench and Belgium medals, designed by 
tamous artists of those countries to be sold 
for the benefit of the Red Cross organiza- 
tion and the children of the soldiers. The 
collection was loaned to the institution by 
\lbert W. Hunt, of this city, who served 
during the past Summer at the American 
\mbulance Hospital at Neuilly, in France. 

The medals, which are of high artistic qual- 
itv, five of which are illustrated on the front 
cover, are said to be far superior to simi- 
lar work done ordinarily for such service. 
“Alsace,” by G. Prudhomme, shows a wom- 
an’s head in profile, the artist’s conception 
of Alsace, while the figures 1870-1914 on 
the face of the coin eloquently tell the story 
of the period that Alsace has been under 
the domination of Germany. On the re- 
verse side appears a view of rooftops and 
a stork’s nest in conspicuous relief. 

There are two medals by Henry Dropsy, 
one—-a Red Cross medal—showing a scene 
in a hospital with a nurse attending and as- 
sisting a wounded soldier. The other is 
representative of the fighting among the 
\lps, wherein two soldiers are depicted in 
mountaineer warfare. A war medal dated 
1914-1915, by Charles Louchet and Charles 
\Mlonginot, is significant of the terrible 
trench fighting that has become such a pre- 
dominating feature of the war. The latter 
is very fine and sharp in detail for a small 
coin. 

A French medal, by O. Roty, shows a 
woman’s head and 1s labeled “Patria non 
Immemor.” On the reverse are the roos‘er 
and the rising sun of France. A Belgian 
coin by Baetes, of Antwerp, has finely exe- 
cuted portraits of the King and Queen of 
Belgium—Albert and Elizabeth—in bas-re- 
lief.

An Important Treasure in Irish Gold- 
smith Work.

he precious metal was produced on the 


stores of gold and gold work. 
island or acquired by trade or conquest 
from neighboring countries, history telleth 
not, but tangible evidence ot its existence 
has been frequently offered and in many 
instances sheds an interesting light on the 
early state of Irish art and industries. 

While ploughing a field some years ago, 
a farmer at Limavady, County Derry, 
turned up a collection of gold ornaments 
that fortunately escaped the fate of so 
many similar finds—the melting pot, and 
remain to attest the skill and artistic task 
of the Irish goldsmith of oldentimes. 
There was a collar, such as in those days 
formed the chief insignia of a king or 
chief in Ireland, of beautiful design and 
elaborate workmanship, two chains, a small, 
but beautifully formed and ornamented 
bowl and a model, in gold, of one of the 
“coracles” or one man boats, used by the 
Celtic and Gaelic peoples, with thwarts, 
oars, etc, complete. Design, workmanship 
and finish in these articles display an ad- 
vanced knowledge of the goldsmith’s art 
and the metal is of particularly fine assay. 

The British Museum quietly purchased 
the articles for $3,000, and they were trans- 
ferred to London, where their exhibtiion 
-aised a great storm of protest on the part 
of Irish antiquarians, who claimed that the 
ariicles were treasure trove and as such 
belonged to the crown or its representa- 
tive in Ireland, and that as relics of Ire- 
land’s past their place was in the museum 
of that country. The courts were invoked, 
as were also antiquarians, historians, geol- 
wists and others, with the object of prov- 
ing that the articles as treasure found were 
crown property. 

The most interesting feature of the pro- 
ceedings, however, was that they developed 

the articles had in all prob- 
ability formed part of an offering to 

Mananaw, an Irish sea-god and guardian 
of her coasts, and had been dropped into 
he ocean, which at that period flowed over 
the lands on which they were found. 

The judge before whom the case was 
tried accided that the articles were crown 
property and they were accordingly turned 
over to King Edward VII., who with the 
tact that was characteristic of him, imme- 
diately presented them to the National Mu- 
seum of Ireland, where they are now to 


be seen.

It is impossible to 
find an object of this period exhibiting 
purer taste as regards form and Cecora- 
tion. The ornamentation, perfectly flat, 
consists of figures, foliage and arabesques 
of opaque or semi-translucent enamel in 
the richest of colors. These enamels i1m- 
bedded flush with the metal have the ad- 
vantage of detracting in no respect from 
the graceful profile of the piece, while at 
the same time constituting a splendid dec- 
oration. The application of this process 
reflects great credit on the goldsmiths of 
Augsburg and Munich, who _ frequently 
made use of it.

Munich appears to have been, judging 
from the works extant, Hans Reimer 


(1555-1605). The Bavarian crown treasure 
contains two important examples of his 
skill, an imposing gold pocal dated 1563 
and covered with a rich coating of em- 
bellishments in white enamel, which im- 
parts to it a specially refined appearance. 
A gold mug with ornamental handle and 
inlaid reliefs of horn by the same artist 
also deserves mention. Reimer left a son, 
who followed the profession of his father 
in Munich from 1595 to 1625. Altogether 
there were, according to the guild book, 
84 renowned masters working in that city 
during the hundred or so years of the 
most flourishing period of the goldsmith’s 
art in Munich. Of these only 33 names 
appear in the old accounts of the court, 
showing that the rest must have been busy 
with private orders. 

The list of the most important Munich 
goldsmiths includes many who were not 
natives, but had been attracted from afar 
by the remunerative orders of the ducal 


house. Among them were Georg Sickhin, 
the Hungarian (from Szegedin), who 
worked after the designs of Mielich. This 


artist had been an apprentice in Tula but 
joined the Munich guild in 1558 and died 
in 1584, after having executed many com- 
missions of the court. A: native of Hol- 
stein, Bernhard Peter, executed a large 
portion of the gem-studded ritualistic im- 
plements for the “Rich Chapel.”

In 1891 and for 
several years following mining was continued suc- 
cessfully. In 1893 placer sapphire deposits were 
discovered Rock Creek in Granite County. 
In 1894 more placer sapphire deposits were found 
along Dry Cottonwood Creek, in Deerlodge 
County, and near Yogo Gulch, in Fergus County.

One of 
the most important finds was of a lot of large 
clear crystals on Mokelumne Hill, Calaveras 
County, Cal., in 1898. One of these crystals yielded 
a flawless sphere 5% inches in diameter. 

Amethyst.—Amethyst has been mined in some 
quantity in Georgia, North Carolina and Virginia, 
and small outputs have come from numerous other 
deposits in these and other States. 

Agate.—Agate has been obtained from most of 
the western States, and in some years the produc- 
tion has been large. The moss agates of Montana 
and Wyoming continue to be of importance be- 
cause of their beauty and of the quantity in which 
they are found.

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The Jeweler As A Specialist. 








New York, Nov. 12, 1915. 
Editor THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR: 

The retail jeweler of the present day 
has, among other problems, the competition 
of the department store, the mail order 
house and various other anomalous 
methods of merchandizing jewelry. lo 
offset these menaces to his prosperity re- 
quires a calm study of the situation, and 
an understanding of the drawbacks under 
whict he is laboring; and of these one of 
the most obvious is the average retailer’s 
far too diversified interests in business. 

In order to emulate the department store 
the jeweler has blown himself up to the 
bursting point, when the sensible course is 
to work on normal lines and methods. [he 
department store, which is at present the 
most formidable rival of the small retail 
jeweler, has its jewelry department in 
charge of a specialist, whose concern is 
solely over his own department. He has 
nothing to do with optical goods, cameras 
or talking machines, etc., and his energies 
are concentrated on the immediate exi- 
gencies of jewelry, pure and simple. 

This is the for the small retailer: 
instead of laying in more lines of alien 
merchandise let him condense his stock to 
the limit of legitimate jewelry demands 
This is not meant to imply that there is 
any ethical prohibition to the jeweler en- 
gaging in pursuits of a utilitarian nature, 
but a great deal of genuine success de- 
pends on maintaining prestige, and this 
may be done by specializing. 

The jeweler of early days was strictly 
what his signboard denoted. Even watch 
and clockmaking, now considered an indis- 
pensable ally, was a distinct and separate 
trade. We cannot recede to all the methods 
of bygone ages, but we can abandon more 
modern ones, which, however well they 
may have served their time, do not at pres- 
ent point the way to progress. The tend- 
ency of the present day to concentration of 
energy is pronounced in all professional 
pursuits. The successful physician of the 
day is the specialist in certain diseases: so 
in law the various branches are pursued by 
men who leave general practise to the 
novitiate. And this tendency applies to in- 
dustrial pursuits with as much force. The 
host of small specialty shops in the larger 
cities of the country bears eloquent testi- 
mony to this fact. 

The public is learning that the specialty 
shop serves its interests better than the 
general store, especially in wares of the 
more luxurious character, and of these the 
jeweler’s products certainly merit as close 
an attention to detail as should be brought 
to any. This attention to detail cannot be 
applied, with full justice to its object, 
where there are other concerns of a dis- 
tracting nature. 

The making of watches and clocks has 
for so long been part of the retail jewel- 
er’s business that it perhaps is not meet it 
should be disturbed. The casing of time- 
pieces in ornamental covers is quite prop- 
erly within the jeweler’s province, but the 


cue 





same cannot be said of the sale of optical 
goods, cameras, talking machines and other 
goods of a miscellaneous character, which 
so many of our jewelers have grafted on 
the parent stem. latter are purely 
mechanical lines, in no sense congruous 
with jewelry. 

The business of a jeweler is not a simple 
matter of supply and demand, as is gen- 
erally the case with these lines. Aesthetics 
enter too largely into it 1f it 1s to be prop- 
erly pursued. The jewelry purchaser must 
be tempted to buying an article, in most 
cases purely ornamental; to be successful 
as an ornament it must possess qualities of 
workmanship and that only the 
earnest care and endeavor of the jeweler 
can give it, and this it cannot have if he 1s 
to engage largely in other occupations, and 
the so-called jeweler’s side lines are some- 
times of such proportions as to nearly 
monopolize his time. The jeweler’s wares 
call for art in production and skill and 
study in display; they are an appeal to the 
sense of beauty of the passerby and as 
such differ radically from the aforesaid 
miscellaneous merchandise with which the 
jeweler is too often encumbered. 

Another consideration that must weigh 
heavily with the storekeeper is the matter 
The side lines are egregious 
space devourers, and the jeweler’s regular 
line, with the exception of silverware, is 
highly economical of space. In these days

of high rentals such a consideration is 
vital and cannot be viewed with indiffer- 


ence. 

Efficiency is the watchword of the day. 
To achieve efficiency in irreconcilable pur- 
suits is a tax on the most versatile. Where 
it is maintained with doubtful benefits it is 
hardly justified. To narrow one’s business 
interests to obtain efficiency is _ logical, 
practical, and in the case of the jeweler, 


where it increases prestige at the same 
time, almost indispensable.

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FIRE DOES $2,500 DAMAGE. 


Flames Sweep Establishment of Samuel 
Gallinger, Jr.—Loss Covered by 
Insurance. 

PitrspurGH, Pa., Oct. 11.—Fire which 
Started on the fourth floor of the building 
at 929 Liberty Ave., occupied on the ‘first 
floor ‘by Samuel Gallinger, Jr., caused*‘a 
water damage of a little less than $2,000 to 
the Gallinger stock early last Tuesday 
morning. How the fire started is a mys- 
tery. It was discovered shortly after mid- 
night by the patrolman of the beat and the 
firemen responded quickly, confining the 
blaze to the floor where it started. The 
fourth floor was occupied by O. B. Todd, 
who has an interior decorating establish- 
ment; the second by A. J. Shepherd’s pool- 
room, while the third floor was vacant. 
The total damage was estimated at about 
$2,500. 

In discussing the fire with the Pittsburgh 
representative of THE JEWELERS” CIRCULAR, 
Mr. Gallinger said that his stock was fully 
covered by insurance, so that his loss will 
not amount to anything. The insurance 
underwriters were on the ground promptly 
after the fire, and, pending a settlement, 
permission was given Mr. Gallinger to 
keep his establishment open, so that aside 
from the inconvenience occasioned and the 
time it will take to get his goods in order, 
there will be no loss to him. 

Every effort has been made to ascertain 
what. caused the blaze, but it is not known 
how it started. The impression prevails 
that it was spontaneous combustion. The 
store was formerly owned by M. Gallinger, 
deceased, who was one of the wealthiest 
jewelers in the city at the time of his death, 
the present proprietor being a nephew of 
the deceased. 

There is considerable agitation going on 
in Pittsburgh just now regarding the fire 
hazard and all merchants are being urged 
to keep their places clean. In this instance, 
of course, no blame of carelessness is at- 
tached to anyone. Mr. Gallinger has one 
of the cleanest places in the city. 








INFRINGEMENT ALLEGED. 


Metal Products Corporation Charges 
R. E. Thornton Co. with Violation 
of Gem Setting Patent. 

Provipence, R. I., Nov. 13.—A _ suit in 
equity brought by the Metal Products Cor- 
poration, of this city, against the R. E. 
Thornton Co., manufacturer of jewelers’ 
findings, 18 Commercial St., Pawtucket, 
R. I., for an alleged infringement, was 
heard last Monday by Judge Arthur L. 
Brown in the United States District Court 
for Rhode Island. At the conclusion of the 
arguments Judge Brown continued the case 
for 30 days in which to allow the attorneys 
to file briefs. 

The alleged infringement is in connection 
with the manufacture of certain gem set- 
tings which it is claimed are in violation of 
a patent issued to George W. Dover and 
later assigned to the Metal Products Cor- 
poration, and the plaintiff asks that a per- 
manent injunction be issued against the R. 
E. Thornton Co. to prevent its further 
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manufacture of the settings in question, and 
also that an accounting for profits alleged 
to have already been made by the deiendant 
company be ordered.

Butler, Pa., Jeweler Fails With Nomi- 
nal Assets Greater Than Liabilities. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 12.—Charles Fred- 

erick Thomas Pape, Butler, Pa., has filed a 


voluntary petition in bankruptcy in the 
United States District Court here. His lia- 
bilities total $2,237.44, and his assets 
$4,118.58. His stock is listed as worth 


$2,050; furniture and fixtures, $950, and 
materials, $100, with no outstanding book 
accounts. The creditors are comparatively 
few in number, the principal ones being the 
Butler County National Bank, Ralph Pape, 
who held notes given for the use of those 
concerned; W. P. Hitchcock & Co., notes 
for $125, $100, $125, $100 and $111; Julius 
H. Moss & Bro., $1837; Whitelaw Bros., $75, 
and others, the remainder of the list being 
comparatively small. The notes given the 
bank and others total about $1,000. 

The preferred claims total nearly $500, 
and of this amount $175 is owing R. O. 
Pape for clerk hire. The landlord has a 
$320 for rent. The list of ex- 
emptions as set forth in the petition is very 
interesting. Pape includes in the list 15 
diamond pendants and chains, listed as 
worth $2 each; chime clocks, diamond and 
other stickpins, watch glasses and cases, a 
diamond bracelet, five watches, watchmak- 
tools and working materials. The 
jewelry is valued at $200 and the tools and 
materials at $100. 

Pape conducted a modest establishment. 
The petition has been referred to J. W. 
Hutchinson, Butler, Pa., the referee in 
bankruptcy, who has set Nov. 17 as the date 
of the first hearing. at which time Pape and 
his creditors will appear.

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TRADE OPENING IN INDIA. 
Calcutta Jeweler Says it Offers Big 
Market for Americans. 


That the United States had great trade 
opportunities in- India, hitherto held by the 
Germans, was asserted Saturday by C. F. 
Snaith, of Calcutta, India, to a representa- 
tive of the New York Times. Mr. Snaith, 
who is now stopping in New York, said: 


“American manufacturers can find a 
ready market for all staple goods. Despite

Mr. Snaith is head of the largest jewelry 
house in Calcutta and is one of the leading 
business men of the country. He is visit- 
ing New York for the first time on a tour 
of the world. He said that the people of 
India doubted an early termination of the 
war.

Of the output during 1913, 1,284,727 carats were 
sold for £2,153,230 ($10,478,694), the average

carat was due to a large output at Pomona, where 
the largest stones occur. The stones produced by

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DEATH OF WILLIAM F. ALLEN. 


He Established Standard Time in the 
United States and Was Prominent 
in Many Enterprises. 

In the death of William Frederick Allen, 
who was an international figure, the United 
States loses a valued citizen who estab- 
lished standard time with the railroads of 
the country. Mr. Allen was taken sud- 
denly ill when motoring down to Princeton 
to see the football game between Prince- 
ton and Harvard and was immediately 
taken back to his home in South Orange, 
N.J. He was unconscious before he reached 
home and never again became conscious. 
'He died on Tuesday evening, Nov. 9, at 7 
o’clock and was buried at Rosedale Ceme- 
tery on Thursday, Nov. 11. 

Of William Frederick Allen, or “Father 
Time,” as he was often called by his inti- 
mate acquaintances, it was remarked by a 
national magazine that he had “affected 
more men’s pockets” than any other living 
man, as the crowning effort of his life was 
accomplished when he caused all clocks and 
watches in the United States to be set to 
standard time. 

To Mr. Allen was referred for solution 
in 1881 the problem of working out a 
standard time reckoning that would obviate 
the confusion resulting from the use of the 
50-odd standards then prevailing in the 
United States. His report was submitted 
to the American Railway Association (for- 
merly known as the General Time Con- 
vention), of which he was secretary from 
its formation, 1875 to 1883. It provided 
for an elastic boundary line between the 
hour zones, instead of a strictly longi- 
tudinal division, and in its details fixed 
every point at which the hour change was to 
be made, worked out the method of pass- 
ing without confusion from one _ hour 
standard to the other, adjusted the differ- 
ence between local and standard time and 
embodied every practical provision for 
placing the system into immediate effect. 
The report was unanimously indorsed as a 
whole and in detail by the association and 
Mr. Allen was empowered to secure its 
adoption by the railways. In this work he 
had the co-operation of the Cambridge and 
the National observatories, and within a 
very short time the railroads and the people 
of the whole country were using the new 
standard time. 

This American system has been adopted 
by all the nations of Europe, by Japan and 
by South American countries, and, in fact, 
by practically by all the civilized nations of 
the world. During the present war, when 
Germany entered Belgium, one of the first 
acts of the invaders was to alter Belgium’s 
time, which was Greenwich meridian, to 
middle European time, and when Warsaw 
was entered time in Poland was altered 
from eastern European time to the Ger- 
many mid-European standard. 

Mr. Allen was born Oct. 9, 1846, at Bor- 
dentown, N. J.. and was educated at the 
Bordentown Model School and at the 
Protestant Episcopal Academy in Philadel- 
phia. From 1862 to 1872 he was employed 
as a civil engineer on the Camden & Perth 
Amboy Railroad and the West Jersey Rail- 
road, being resident engineer of the latter. 
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In 1872 he became assistant editor of the 
Official Railway Guide and six months later 
was made editor and general manager of 
the National Railway Publication Co., which 
published the Official Guide. In 1872, when 
Mr. Allen took charge, it contained 192 
pages; it now contains over 1,600 pages and 
is the largest monthly publication in the 
world. 

He was a delegate of the United States 
Government to the International Meridian 
Conference in 1884 and to the International 
Railway Congress at Paris in 1900. ‘He was 
a delegate of the American Railway As- 
sociation to the International Railway Con- 
gresses at London in 1895, Paris in 100, 
Washington in 1905 and Berne in 1910. 

Mr. Allen was president of the National 
Railway Publication Co. and the Knicker-

bocker Guide Co., chairman of the board of 
the Railway Equipment and Publication Co., 
vice-president of the New York Transfer 
Co. and a director in numerous other cor- 
porations. He was formerly a trustee of 
the town of South Orange, N. J., and was 
a delegate of the Eighth New Jersey Con- 
gressional district to the National Repub- 
lican Convention in Chicago in 1908. He 
was a member of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, Geographical Society ot 
Vienna, Austria; Geographical Society of 
Lima, Peru; American Geographical So- 
ciety, National Geographical Society, Amer- 
ican Metrological Society, American Acad- 
emy of Political and Social Science, Amer- 
can Statistical Association, American Eco- 
nomic Society, American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, American 
Forestry Association, American Railway 
Guild, of which he was a past master and 
recognized as the “father” of that guild; 
Loyal Legion, New Jersey Historical So- 
ciety, Washington Academy of Sciences, the 
New England Society of Orange, N. J., of 
which he was ex-counsellor, and of the 
Pennsylvania Soctety of New York. 
Princeton University conferred upon him 
the honorary degree of master of science 
in 1906, and in the same year he received 
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the decoration of Chevalier of the Order of 
Leopold from the Belgian Government. 

His clubs included the Railroad and the 
Traffic clubs of New York, the South 
Field and the South Orange 
Republican and the Essex County 
Country clubs. He was warden of the 
Church of the ‘Holy Communion, South 
Orange, and was vestryman for years. He 
was a member of the Century Lodge, F. 
and A. M., No. 100, South Orange, N. J., 
and a trustee of the South Orange Free 
Public Library. 

Mr. Allen was married April 20, 1871, 
to Caroline Perry, daughter of Hon. 
Thomas Jones Yorke, Salem, N. J. ‘His 
family consists of four sons, all graduates 
of Princeton—Yorke Allen, a lawyer of 
New York city; Frederick Warner Allen, 
who is connected with the banking firm of 
Wood, Struthers & Co., New York; Eu- 
gene Yorke Allen, civil engineer with the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, and John 
Sinnickson Allen, who is secretary of the 
Gamewell Fire Alarm Telegraph Co.

POLICE FIGHT ‘““PULLERS IN.” 


Campaign Under Way in Kansas City 





to Stop Certain Jewelers from 
Soliciting Business. 


KANSAS City, Mo., Nov. 1l.—Judge John 
M. Kennedy, of the first division of the 
Municipal Court in this city, is co-operating 
with the police, under Chief Hiram W. 
Hammil, to eliminate the evil of sidewalk 
solicitation of business by jewelers. Re- 
cently a jeweler on Main St. was fined $50 
by Judge Kennedy on this charge. He has 
appealed. 

The complainant in this case was a 
young farmer, of Butler, Mo. He charged 
that the jeweler stopped him on the street 
in front of his store and urged him to 
come in to look at some catalogues. The 
farmer entered the store and he alleged 
that the jeweler put a watch in his pocket 
and a Sstickpin in his scarf and demanded 
pay therefor. The farmer also alleged that 
the jeweler threatened violence unless he 
paid. He thereupon paid $5, he said, and 
reported the affair to the police, whereupon 
the jeweler was arrested. 

\pparently the case, so far as the im- 
posing of the jewelry on the customer was 
concerned, was not as strong as it might 
be, the offense charged being sidewalk 
solicitation, concerning which there is a 
plain ordinance. 

Judge Kennedy imposed the fine under 
this charge and then delivered a lecture on 
the subject. He declared that legitimate 
merchandising must be protected in Kan- 
sas City, and that the visitors to the city, 
as well as the residents, must be protected 
against the offensive imposition of mer- 
chants who drag customers in from the 
sidewalk. ‘He referred to the bad practisés 
of the old Union Station days, when Union 
Ave. was a disgrace because of the mer- 
chants who practised and allowed sidewalk 
solicitation for business. Judge Kennedy 
declared that he would do his part toward 
preventing the development of a _ similar 
situation on Main St. or in any other dis- 
trict of the city.

“There is a mutual advantage in co-opera 
tion. The jobbers would be interested and 
offer their services to help us sell goods. If 
other find it better to trade 
wit) home jobbers we should at least give 
it a trial. This would tend to make the 
jobber stop selling at retail. Be fair with 
the jobber and vou may be sure of similar 
trestment in return.

Keen out of debt as much as possible by 
gettmg what you need, not what you want.

If your ways have not 
been successful reverse them. Discourage 


the plan of manufacturers or jobbers selling 
direct to the retail trade. Actions through 
associations may accomplish what the indi- 
vidual would consider very difficult. 

“Be trustworthy and live up to 
agreements. Meet your obligations prompt- 
ly. Treat the man who trusted you fairly, 
as you expect the man you trust to be just 
to vou. Do not forget a favor. Be loyal 
to the jobber who is willing and ever ready 
to help you with a rush order. Do you 
think it just or right to buy of him the 
goods you need at once and then give the 
out-of-town fellow the bulk of your trade 
in goods that the home jobber handles and 
which he will sell to vou as cheap as the 
other? The home jobber helps a lot of 
us at one time or another, so don’t forget 
that. Treat him right, and he will be there 
when vou need him.” 

FE. J. Swezy, taking the negative side 
spent some time analyzing the remarks of 
the affirmative and showing some points 
where the jobber was lacking.

The design used in the clip is what 1s 
known as a snake design, and the complain- 
ant asks that the Providence firm not only 
be enjoined from the further manufacture 
of the device, but also that an accounting 
of profits alleged to have already been made 
be ordered. 

Nathan Cohen, of New York, and 
Stephen J. Casey, of this city, are attorneys 
for the complainant, and the respondent is 
represented by Horatio E. Bellows, of this 
city.

Note to the Jewelers. 

INCE the opening of the Educational 
S Campaign of Publicity there has been 
a marked advance in the degree of interest 
shown by public and press in the subject 
of appropriate jewelry, and the aim of this 
campaign has already, in the first few 
months of its existence, had a definite effect 
upon the jewelry users of the whole 
country.

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PROMINENT JEWELER DIES. 
August J. Stoessel Stricken with Apo- 
plexy a Week Prior to His

A con- 
vention of the Wisconsin Retail Jewelers’ 
Association would hardly have been com- 
plete without Mr. Stoessel on the pro- 
oram. If not an ofhcer of the organiza- 
tion, he was always a member of a lead- 
ing committee, for his ability and capacity 
for hard work were well recognized. 

Mr. Stoessel was a former president of 
the Milwaukee Jewelers’ Club, in fact he 
had filled practically every office in this 
organization and had been most active in 
the progressive work carried on by the 
club. 

His acquaintance was not confined to 
the jewelers of Wisconsin, as he was wide- 
ly known in jewelry circles all over the 
country. During the years that the Wis- 
consin Retail Jewelers’ Association was rep- 
resented at the annual conventions of the 
American National Retail Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation Mr. Stoessel had always been a 
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delegate and his ability and personality 
helped him to make many friends. At the 
time of his death he was a member of the 
national style and publicity committee. 

Mr. Stoessel was born in Brumm, Aus- 
tria, and had served with distinction as 
leutenant in the Austrian army. He had 
been a resident of Milwaukee for the past 
3 years, 20 of which time he had been 
engaged in the jewelry business.

Stoessel. Only two weeks before his 
death, Mrs. Stoessel presented him with a 
young son. The jeweler had completed a 


beautiful new residence in Milwaukee and 
the Stoessel family would have occupied 
it about the time that Mr. Stoessel’s career 
was cut short by death.

Investiga- 
tion shows the customer has often been 
deterred from doing this by the fact that 
the filled watch case he carries has not 
worn quite the allotted time guaranteed and 
he can get a new without cost. 
In fact the retailer must see that the free 
exchange of is everywhere act- 
ing as a handicap to him in attempting to 
induce customers to use newer styles and 
watch cases, as well as better 
watch cases; that the peculiar attitude of 
the public in endeavoring to “get something 
for nothing” will keep a customer from 
buying what he wants in the line of watch 
cases as long as he thinks there is an ad- 
vantage coming to him in an exchange of 
an old case under the guarantee.

N the issue of Aug. 26, 1914, THE JEWEL- 
ERS’ CIRCULAR published a review of Dr. 
Kunz’s “Curious Lore of Precious Stones.” 
Its 400 and odd pages teemed with multi- 
tudinous facts and fables of the mysterious 
side of stones. It was an omnium gather- 
um ot ever so many lores, legends and 
occultisms. Jt reached out into the dim 
distant past and covered the superstitious 
present; it drew from sources extending 
from pole to pole, all lands and seas the 
entire earth’s girth around. The subject 
was, to all appearance, exhausted, and its 
author (our great authority on the gem and 
mineralogical side of the jewelry business) 
for further information was bankrupt, or 
ought to have been (stone-broke, so to 
speak), on the sentimental side of stone 
knowledge. But (to use another slang ex- 
pression) we had one more guess coming. 
For here we have in front of us another 
great legion of the remarkable in stone lore 
not enumerated in the former volume. The 
author calls it “twin sister” to the other 
work, and it truly is. 

The subject matter of this extraordinary 
collection of facts is more universal than 
the earlier work—it is not limited to gems 

taking up precious stones of all kinds. 
Chapter I, entitled “Magic Stones and Elec 
tric Gems,” starts with legends of stones 
with vocal attributes, tells of milk-produc- 
ing and rain-creating stones, discusses the 
identity of shamir and adamas with dia- 
mond, and the fable of shamuir’s work in 
shaping and polishing the stones for King 
Solomon’s temple noiselessly. The strange 
qualifications of such stones as corvia, 
‘Gem of Sovranty,” dog-stone, “piripholos,”’ 
“royal stone,” Shah-muhra, ‘Philosopher's 
Stone,” “angelical stone,” etc., and the won- 
der works they «id are enumerated. A 
number of pages afford fresh information 
concerning old-time faiths and beliefs in 
the active virtues of amber; the lode-stone’s 
strange attractiveness found in ancient 
writings, and a mass of other interesting 
matter is embodied in that first chapter. 

Chapter II is “On Meteorites, or Celestial 
Stones,” and 45 pages are filled with 
digested material on these planetary vis- 
itors. “Stones of Healing” (Chapter III) 
reveal the pharmaceutical marvels inherent 
in lapidary limits now long since forgotten 
mostly. Substitution in filling medical pre- 
scriptions goes a long way back in the his- 
read of 
apothe- 


tory of weak humanity, for we 
Bruckmann’s complaint that some 
caries do not carry a full line of medica- 
ments, and that some _ substitute vellow 
feldspar for jacinth and poor garnets for 
rubies in his day (1757). Hindu physicians 
knew, or felt they knew, much more about

They claimed that the diamond had 
Sweet, sour, salty, pungent, 
To our benighted genera- 
tion recognition remains only of their 
sweetness. An overdose of gems taken 
“externally” could have tatal effects, for 
(if we may believe what their contem- 


poraries tell us) Popes Leo IV. and Paul IJ. 


died from the strange malady caused by 
“the quantity of pearls and precious stones 
they were in the habit of wearing.” We 
may be consoled by the fact that most of us 
will not be likely to suffer from this dire 
cause. The explanation is said to lie in the 
fact that stones are heat-absorbers, and (if 
present in sufficient quantity) sap the vital 
energy. 

The safe volume compatible with health 
does not appear to have been computed, but 
this generation evidently has not reached 
the danger point, so our jewelers need not 


yet warn their customers against such 
superfluity. In fact, as they used to reduce 
fevers with these self-same gems, large 


doses given at the gem store might help 
assuage the present feverishness of our 
wealthy classes. 

Fabulous stones, concretions and fossils 
and their virtues are discussed in Chapter 
[V—here the “toad-stones,” “eagle-stone,” 
etc., are revealed in their strange lights. 
Snake-stones and bezoars have full descrip- 
tions in Chapter V; and Chapter VI is 
dedicated to “Angels and Ministers of 
Grace,” and gives a set of Saints’ Days, etc. 

In Chapter VII (on the “Religious Use 
of Various Stones’) we get an interesting 
discussion (among other subjects) on pec- 
torals of precious’ stones, including 
Egyptian and the Urim and Thummim of 
the Hebrew high-priest. Dr. Kunz here 
hints at the possibilities of deciphering the 
ancient symbolism of the different stones 
in the breast-plate by tracing “a connection 
between the signification of the names of 
the Hebrew tribes and those of the gems 
ascribed to the tribes.” Those tribal names 
had a symbolical meaning. Effective work 
in this direction might give a significant 
symbolic value to each of those stones. He 
ably starts the work. In this chapter we 
have various symbolisms by early ecclesias- 
tical writers, and mention of numerous 
ecclesiastical gems, besides Oriental re- 
ligious gem lore. 

“Amulets: Ancient, Medieval and Ori- 
ental,” are the subject of Chapter VIII 
ts topic ranges from amulets of the 
Egyptian and their mystic incantations in 
the “Book of the Dead,’ of the ancient 
Jews and Ephesians, the prophylactics and 
Gnostic signs, “Talisman of Charlemagne,” 
with its precious stones, to curative amulets. 
etc. Chapter IX, entitled “Amulets of 
Primitive Peoples and of Modern Times,” 
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tells of the  tolk-lore f old Mexico 
Panama, Chili, Argentina, Peru, their 
medicine men, New Zealand /tet-tikis (neck 
ornaments) of jade popular now in En 

land, “tig-hand” amulets of jet used in 


Spain, Russian amulets against th 
Evil Eye influence, etcetera, etce‘ertbus, 
wherein the turquoise and the carnelian 
vie with chrysolite and coral in present as 
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in past superstition. 

And finally we have, in Chapter X, “Facts 
and Fancies About Precious Stones,’ a 
gathering of mystic material ranging from 
the gem-master Cellini to Bustamantius and 
his “marriage of two diamonds,” whose 
union was blessed with a progeny of young 
diamond offspring, American Indians of 
old as gem-cutters, to the jade jug of Shah 
Jehangir, jade ornaments in Syria, jade 
with the Chinese, jet of Whitby and of 
Spain, the’ wondrous moonstone of Pope 
Leo X., and i‘s mate, sunstone of Clement 
VII. 

Certainly time, clime and distance find 
annihilation when we follow the learned 
author’s researches into gem necromancy. 
His statement that the “‘amazon-stone” has 
been suggested as an emblem for the suf- 
frage party adds the hint that it should be 
“cut in little beads of a beautiful pale green 
and after appropriate mounting they could 
be worn suspended by a ribbon from the 
buttonhole.” This belongs on to-day’s firing 
line, as also does his mention of the “latest 
fad” or ‘selecting and wearing jewelry set 
with stones of the same color as the strik- 
ing gown’’—on which topic THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR and its publicity campaign have

Part Il. 


Does Your Display Window Attract? 

What is the attraction factor of your dis- 
play window? A certain number of people 
pass your window every hour. Some of 
them stop. If 80 out of 100 stop, your at- 
traction factor is 80 per cent. If 10 stop, 
it is 10 per cent. Lighting has a great deal 
with the attraction factor. In my 
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last article I brought out the fact that the 
general public, while in no way actively 
interested in lighting, have acquired certain 
“habits” which have been impressed upon 
their minds, through custom and precedent. 
For example, lights have always been lo- 
cated near the top of display windows, and 
if you will watch the crowd at night, you 
will note those who stop momentarily, at- 
tracted by a brightly lighted display, give 
an upward glance before leaving. This is 
because they expect to find the “cause” 
there, and look up, to find it without really 
knowing that they are so doing. In 99 
cases out of 100 their expectations are grat- 
ified, for to-day there is no such thing as 
absolutely concealed window lighting. Of 


course there are shades and valances, with 
the lights placed behind, but this is partial, 
not absolute concealment. 

Now this is what absolute concealment 
of lamps and reflectors does: First, it baf- 
fles curiosity. The observer receives an ab- 
rupt mental jolt when he doesn’t see the 
thing custom has taught to expect, and 
second, the shock is so acute that he is im- 
pelled to investigate, just because he has 
been confronted with something different. 

It is interesting to watch the actions of 
persons before such a window. Some kneel 
on the sidewalk in a futile effort to dis- 
cover the source of light by peering up- 
wards, while others take a position on the 
side of the window near the entrance and 
try to solve the mystery from behind the 


scenes, but wiihout avail. The majority 
enter the store and actually inquire how 
the thing is done, and if the proprietor 


does not make a sale then, it is certain that 
artificial light is not to blame, for it has 
perfectly performed its function as an 
auxiliary salesman, in forcing a prospect 
to enter the store. 

The mechanism of the thing is simplicity 
itself. The human eye is so constructed 
by nature that it cannot look around a cor- 
ner, unless assisted by mirrors or prisms. 

Lamps and _ reflectors when _ properly 
placed in the average window should be 
within 12 inches of the window glass, on 
the ceiling proper, a false “deck” ceiling, 
or on a strip of pipe, suspended at the prop- 
er height above the display. When par- 
tially concealed by the ordinary (Fig. 1) 
arrangement (consisting of a roller shade 
or valance), one has but to peek upwards 
and the modus operandi becomes obvious. 

Here is the secret in a nutshell. A 
second curtain is used (Fig. 2), which 1s 
drawn down until it is nearly on a level 
with the bottom of the regular roller shade 
or valance. By adjustment, it is possible 
to hide the illuminants so effectively that 


it 1s impossible to detect their location, in 
a kneeling position with one’s eyes at the 
base of the window. From the ends of the 
window detection is avoided by introduc- 
ing short lateral curtains (Fig. 3) just 
wide enough to conceal the lamps and 
shades from view, even from a position 
near the junction of the entrance and the 
window glass. 
lf a prismatic 
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transom 1s used, and 1s 
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during the day, it is a simple 
roller shade, and lower 
it into position at night. Indeed one mer- 
chant recently connected the cord operat- 
ing the roller shade to his switch control- 
ling the window lights so that the drawing 
of the shade turned on the lights, which 
were extinguished later by a time clock, an 
operation which can be accomplished inex- 
pensively by any electrician, after you have 
supplied the idea. The benefits to be de- 
rived from absolute concealment of source 
are not temporary. lhe thing is so new 
and so rare that it will be years before the 
general public accustomed to it.

of illuminants which characterizes the great 
majority of display windows. 

Any progressive merchant ought to be 
willing to try out a good idea—particularly 
if it doesn’t cost anything to do so. For 
demonstration purposes the roller shade can 
consist of a strip of paper, or cloth pinned 
in place. Some wideawake individuals 
should be selected to take count of the peo- 
ple passing by the window and those stop- 
ping within a certain time, and the only 
fair method to test the plan is to use the 
same display, on the same night. This can 
be done without inconvenience since the 
placement of the concealing curtain occu- 
pies but a few moments. 

You will find that this original method 
of concealment which I have tried success- 
fully in prominent cities throughout the 
country will increase the attraction factor 
of your window from 50 to 60 per cent. 
Try it and verify this statement. To re- 
iterate it doesn’t cost anything to make the

experiment, except the expenditure of a 
little energy and some initiative. After 
the value of the idea has been demonstrated 
it can be made a permanent feature, on 
any scale of expense which may be con- 
sidered appropriate or justifiable. The 
very small window can utilize the roller 
shade, while the more elaborate one with 
expensive cabinet work can introduce a 
wood panel in harmony with the general 
design, or a duplicate silk shirred curtain 
will harmonize gracefully with windows 
having an original treatment of that sort. 
In the same way, a double valance will ac- 
complish the desired result, but none of 
these things will improve the lighting of 
the display if it is bad. By “bad” I mean 
inadequate, an effect such that one is in 
doubt as to the nature of the display. 

Jewelry requires a lot of light, but not 
one-fifth of the amount wasted by the 
average window. The question of utiliz- 
ing light efficiently in display windows de- 
voted to the exhibition of jewelry is of the 
utmost importance. The space occupied by 
a display window is expensive, and as an 
item of fixed expense, representing an in- 
vestment of capital, it should be made to 
yield a suitable rate of interest. If the 
display window does not attract, it is worth- 
less as an investment, and its cost and main- 
tenance charged up to 
profit and loss. On the other hand a dis- 
play window which has an attraction factor 
of even 60 per cent. is an investment, which 
yields big profits. 

The question is: Are you getting the 
maximum effect for the minimum cost in 
your display lighting? It is certain that 
you are not if half your light is being 
wasted, and that is a matter which can be 
quickly determined by an analysis of the

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A New Wireless Station 
For Jewelers. 
































T the annual convention of the Illinois 
A Retail Jewelers’ Association held in 
LaSalle, Ill. May 19-21, 1913, there was 
passed a resolution directed to the com- 
mandant of the naval training station at 
Great Lakes, Ill., relative to the erection 
of radio towers for the purpose of sending 
out time signals. This same matter was 
the subject of a resolution passed by the 
national convention in Chicago the same 
year. 

The jewelers of Illinois and also the sur-

rounding States have been decidedly inter- 
ested in this matter, because many of them 
desired to install wireless receiving equip- 
ment, but considered that the difficulty of 
getting proper time from Arlington was a 
little too great an undertaking for their 
amateur ability. Their wish for a more 
local distributing point is about to be re- 
alized. The new station at Great Lakes 
will probably send out time signals by 
Christmas and is already in partial use 
President Johanson and Secretary Mana- 
han, together with George Tucker, all of 





whom are Chicago jewelers, and F. D. 
Urie, who has achieved some very remark- 
able successes in the radio field for the 


Elgin National Wazch Co., were recent vis- 
itors to the station and, through the cour- 
tesy of the commandant, Commander W. A. 
Moffett, United States Navy, were enabled 











to inspect the station in an exceptionally 
thorough manner. 

The radio station was of greatest interest. 
They found two steel towers, due east and 
west, each 400 feet high and weighing 220 
tons together. These towers are erected 
upon triangular bases, the legs being 90 
feet apart, on 14 feet of solid concrete 
foundation. The aerial is of the T type 
and consists of 11 wires of stranded bronze, 
the stretch being 600 feet. For some reason 
the station at Great Lakes seems to possess 
an almost uncanny audibility. The oper- 
ators work back and forth with ships on 
the Pacific Ocean, the station at Darien, and 
copy press news every night. Conversa- 
tions through the wireless telephone are no 
novelty to them. 

At first radio time signals will be sent 
out in harmony with Western Union time, 
but Lieutenant McCalley, radio officer at 
the station, greatly desires that an indi- 
vidual observatory may be established, so 
that the time shall be absolutely accurate. 
The jewelers’ associations undoubtedly will 
make proper representations to the Navy 
Department at Washington. The present 
sending outfit at Great Lakes is of the 
Poulson arc type and the sound waves can- 
not be received through the ordinary crys- 
tal detectors. Additional equipment will 
include a spark set, and this will be used 
for sending the time signals on a 2,500- 
meter wave length. 

Commander Moffett seems to be an ex- 
traordinarily proper man for his place and, 
in the language of the sea, the naval station 
at Great Lakes might be termed “a happy 
ship.” He believes in the men being occu- 
pied from the time they get up in the morn- 
ing until they jump in‘o their hammocks 
at night, and at a recent banquet stated 
that although taps was sounded at 9 P. M., 
most of the youngsters were for 
sleep some time earlier. 

A visit to the naval station is in the way 
of a revelation.

Is the Jewelry Business Progressive?

“T have been in a factory where a man 
unable to read had charge of the gold melt- 
ing and platinum-and-gold refining; he de- 
termined which chemical to use by its odor 
and ‘looks.’ Some manufacturers have their 
refining work done in unheated additions, 
Summer and Winter; others work their 
men alongside of charcoal melting furnaces 
in Summer. I have seen a boy trying to 
refine mixed filings without running water, 
without a gas burner or other artificial heat, 
without means of carrying off fumes, and 
actually without a table to work on—his 
motley collection of bottles and cracked 
china sitting on the acid-soaked floor. This 
was in a shop that was well rated financial- 
ly. ‘Few shops have running water, a gas 
burner, and a hood, all three together, for 
their refiner. Most of all I have seen dirt. 
Dirt under the benches, around the sinks, 
behind barrels, in the furnace rooms, Dirt 
in solutions, dirt in the chemicals, dirt 
among the tools and dies. However, these 
horrors are neither so interesting nor so 
instructive as the descriptions of good 
practise and good equipment, and my hope 
is that other factories besides the Traub 
and the Fox plants will be described and 
pictured in your pages. C. M. Hoxe.”
